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Culture of the Horse-Radish.

The soil most suitable for the production
af horse-radish in perfection, is that which
is lightand friable, and of considerable depth ;
and if any part of the garden is damper than
another, that should de appropiated, but it
should be saturated with water. In au.
tumn, let the ground be trenched three feet
deep, turning down with the surface soil a
llbel:al.dressing of good barn-yad manure,
Letit lie, rough, and exposed to the weather,
during winter. In spring, at the time of
planting, add*. second dressing of decom-
posed manure, turning it ‘under two feet
deep. . The whole of the manure: will now

be two feet, or nearly so, below the surface
of the ground.

-In proceeding with the planting, first nvea-
sure the -‘grou_n'_cl into rows eighteen inches
and four- gq;'-'apan-all,qrnﬁtel %, Stretch the.
the lins at the first row, and dig a narrow
trench twoand a halffeet deep, placing the
... earth beyond the fist row.. Then take pie-

- ces of horse-radish: roots six inches long and

& e ek ke

place them about ten or twelve inches apart
in the bottom of the trench. It is quite im-
material which part of the root is planted as
cvery partgrows without the least difficulty.
When this is done, remove the line to the
next row, and trench the earth as before

placing the soil over the first row planted,
and so continue until the plot is finished,
when the soil taken out of the first trench
will fill the last. During the summer, keep
the ground well forked over and clear of
weeds ; and to strenghten the plamg, two or
three supplies of manure-water will be of
great service, as the plant delights in mois-
ture, When liquid manure is applied, it
should be given in sufficient quantities to
reach the lowest roots,

In taking up horse-radish for use, a
trench should be cpened at one end of a
double row, as decp as thg lower roots in or-
der that they may be taken up of a proper
length, and that a sufficient supply may be
dug to last two or three months in winter
and spring, as timay be lkept in excellant
preservation for a long time in sand. In
cutting up the roots, from four to six inches
of the bottom part should be left in the
ground, for the purpose of insuring good
growth ; for the same ground and the same
roots, when once planted, will continue
forever, if the same cultivation as recom-
mended above be pursued from year to
year.

Il these directions are carried out, we
have no hesitation in stating that, in one
season after planting, an article will be pro-
duced credible to any market, the truth of
which will be, made manifest to any one
who will take the trouble to visit the garden
of Mr. Fulious Smith, at Astoria on Long
Island.— A merican Agriculturist.

Driep Strawberries—Last snmmer,
by the way of experiment, when strawber-
ries were plentiful, I attached threads to
their stalks and hung up a few of them
which was over ripe todry. 1 placed them
inside a window facing the south where
they remained from June last to the present
time, March. ‘They have just been tasted,
and the result is most satisfactory. That
sweet refreshing acid which i3 peuliar to
the strawberry in full perfection; the flavor
of the fruit, without any watery taste; is
delicious; it dissolves in the mouth as slowly
asa lozenge, and it is infinitely superior to
the raisin, which so soon brings on feeling
of satiety. The strawberry thus dried isa
stomachic. The experiment may be tried
when the fruit is so ripe as to be scarcely
worth gathering, without any further
troubleé or expense tlian being hung up.

London Paper,

Rice Breap.—Take one pound of rice,
and boil it gently to a thick paste, which,
when mixed with the usual quantity of
yeast, will be sufficient to malke five pounds
of wheat or barlay meal into a dough.
When risen, bake it the usual way.

Sweer ArrLe Pubping.—Take one pint
of scalding mill, halfa pint of Indian meal,
a teaspoonful of salf; and six sweet apples
cutinto small pieces; and bale not less than
three hours the apples will afford an excel-
lent rich jelley. This is truly one of the
mostluxuriant yet siniple Yankee puddings
made.

Watery Poratoes.—We every day
hear complaints about watey potatoes. Put
intothe pot a piece of lime as laage a ahen’s
ege ; and how watery soever the potatoes
may have been, when the water is poured
off; the potatoes will be perfectly dry and
mealy:.

Cuickens.—A disease called the gapes,
so destructive among chickens, may be pre-
vented, and if not too far advanced cured,
byaslight mixture of assfeetida in their food,
Four ounces, six cents per ounce, dissolved
in water and mixed once a day in food, is
enough for four hundred chickens,

Hixts apour Beprooms.—Their small
size and their lowness render them very in-
salubrious; and the case is rendered worse
by close windows and thick curtains and
hangings, with which the beds are often so
carelully sorrounded, as to prevent the pos-
sibility of the air being renewed. The con-
sequence is, that we are breathing the vi-
tiated air during the greater part of the night ;
that is during more than a third part of our
lives: and thus the period of rcpese, which
is necessary for the renovation of our men-
tal and bodily vigour, becomes a source of
disease. Sleep, under such circumstances,
is very often disturbed, and always much
less refreshing than when enjoyed in a
well-ventilated room ; it often happens, in-
deed, that such repose, instead of being fol-
lowed by renovated sirength and activity, is
succeeded by a degree of heaviness and
languor, which is not overcome till the per
son hasbeen some timein a purerair. Nor
ig this the only evil arising from sleep in ill-
ventilated apartments. When it is known
that the blood undergoes most important
changes in 1ts circulation through the lungs
by means of the air which we breathe, and
that these vital changes can only be effect-
ed by the respiration of pure air, it will be
easily understood how the healthy functions
of the lungs must be impeded by inhaling
for many successive hours the vitizted air of
our bedrooms, and how the health must be
as effectually destroyed by respiring impure
air, as by living on unwholesome or innu-
tritious food, 1In the case of ¢children and
young persons predisposed to consamiption,
it is of still more urgent consequence that
ther"shodld breathe pure air by night‘as
well'as by day, by securing a continuous
renéwal of the air in their bedrooms, nurse-

plants.

ries, schools, ett. Let a mother, who has
been made anxious by the sickly looks of
her children, go from pure air into their bed-
rooms in the morning before a door or win-
dow has been opened. and remark the state
of the atmosphere—the close, oppressive,
and often fetid odor of the room—and she
may cease to wonder at the pale, sickly as-
pect of her children. Let her pay a similar
visit some morning after means have beeu
taken by the chimney ventilator, or other-
wise, to secure a full supply and continual
renewal of the air in the bedrooms during
the night, and she will be able to account
for the more healthy appearance of her chil-
dern, which is sure to be the consequence of
supplying them with pure air to breathe.

To his
questions the man repliedonly by signs his
wish that Dr. Westphal should follow him.
The Dr. did so; and, to his astonishment,
was conducted through the churchyard and
to the front of the church door. On the
church door he saw distinetly writted the
following words :—Dr. Westphal died Feb.
20th, 1847.” Whilst he stood intently
gazing ox this inscription his conductor dis-
appeared. 'I'ne doctor made some marks
on the church-door, and these marks were
visible next day when we went to look for
them, a fact which served to cunvince him
that he had not been under the delusion of
adream. He communicated these circum-
stances to his family to whom for several
years past, the month of Feb’y has been an
interval’ of fear and anxiety. Whether
from the eflorts of nervous excitement, or
from whatever cause it is possible to deter-
mine, but Dr. Westphal expired on the day
which he had long confidently looked for-
ward as the last of his existence—the 201h
of Febuary, 1847.
